mat oot to the American worker. The 
year ended as it started, with 
high unemployment and a steady 
decline in the number of joks— 
jobs lost to the general economic 
stagnation, jobs exported 
through outmoded trade policies, 
jobs sacrificed by corporate fiat 
and cutback. 

And worse, no one seemed to 
care. The trade union movement 
became a voice in the wilderness, 
with today’s dire predictions 
: repeatedly becoming tomorrow’s 
Federasionist — dire reality. 

But along the way in 1971 came 
indications of a new unity in the 
labor movement, born of the 
determination to see economic 
justice in the years ahead.
